The Eng­ 
lish not only have the greater geniu s 
for commercial and political co-op­ 
era lion and colonizing bu t they have 
as well, bu ilt u p their institu tions on 
the endu ring habit of righteou sness 
and respect for law. Spanish is in­ 
comparably more mu sical than Eng­ 
lish and is practically phonetic while 
English is handicapped by its a r ­ 
bitrary spelling. On the other hand 
English is often brief, thou gh not al­ 
ways.

The great ad­ 
vantage of English is its dou ble vo­ 
cabu lary, one of Teutonic and one 
of Latin origin, whicb enables it to' 
mak e nice distinctions.
